Canadian Pacific Railway 

Tho Allan Company hnve at length 
surrendered their charter and tho 
question, "Who shall undortako the 
work? " must he asked once more, and 
once more answered by tho young 
nation. In fact, the whole matter is 
niachin the sama position as it was 
twelve months ago. Not, exactly, 
however, for there is a chapter of "ex- 
perience" to show for tho delay", — 
dearly bought, some may say, but ex- 
perience, nevertheless. Let us see 
what it is worth. It has been demon- 
strated how eagerly American capital- 
ists would snap up the franchise upon 
the terms sanctioned by Parliament. 
Tho net-work of bribery revealed is not 
a pleasing contemplation, but it serves 
at least to show the high value placed 
upon tho frane diiso of the Cauadian 
Pacitic Railway by our neighbours; 
and in that light it is satisfactory. It 
has also been demonstrated that Cana 
da can have all the English capital ne- 
cessary for tho work at three per cent. 
These'aro things worth knowing; and, 
knowing them, Canada can proceed 
more intelligently. Tho Allan Com- 
pany has become a thing oL tho past, 
nnd it is scarcely worth while to en- 
quire into the circumstances and influ- 
ences which contributed to its mortal- 
ity. The page is one Canada would, in 
all probability, gladly blot out of her 
history. Turning from the contempla- 
tion of what can be neither very agree- 
able nor profitable, let US forecast the 
failure. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that Parliament will be asked, at 
the earliest opportunity, who shall under 
take the construction and operating of 
the great national railway, and there 
seems as little doubt that Parliament 
will answer — "Let it be done by the 
nation." This railway is so essentially 
a national one that it seems most fitt 
ing the nation should build it. If 
C.inada must provide the means, why 
should such vast expenditures and 
powers be placed in the hands of a 
corporation whose interests might not 
at all times be consonant with those of 
the Commonwealth, and whoso divid 
ends might find their way out of the 
country? In the hands of the Govern- 
ment, and with proper management, 
this work might be made instrumental 
in opening up and peopling the great 
lone laud to an extent that could 
scarcely bo expected at the hands of a 
mere corporation, — to an extent that 
would far more than recoup tho nation- 
al exchequer. Looking at tho subject 
from every point of view, and having 
regard to the signs of the times, it seems 
highly probable, as it desirable, that 
tho work will be undertaken by tho Gov- 
ernment. That the party in Opposition 
will object to this course is likely enough; 
for they will seo in it an element of power 
calculated to indefinitely protract their 
stay in tho cold shades of Opposition. 
But we have confidence that there are in 
Parliament a sufficient number of patri- 
otic men onnniilc nf ri«ing above such 
considers) ons when a gra .1 national ques- 
tion like tiic ,,iwu,> umiands their help; 
an 1 should the result of tho "Pacific Scau- 
dal" be what wo expect, the ranks of the 
party now in power will certainly not 
have been depleted by tho ordeal through 
which tho Government bos passed. It 
does not appear unreasonable to expect 
that the work of construction will, there- 
fore, follow close upon tho heels of those 
surveys now approaching completion, so 
that, after all, British Columbia may not 
have to wait very long fur tho commence- 
ment of that great enterprise upon which 
wellbeing so largely hinges. 

The Door Open. 

Hundreds of valuable lives have been 
sacrificed and millions of treasure have 
been expended in a vain search for what 
is technically called "The Northwest Pas- 
sage." Canada has discovered within her 
own borders what somo one has not in- 
aptly designated, "Tho Truo Northwest 
Passage;" and tho Moberle.y Party have 
just opened tho door. Tho public may 
possibly not adequately realize tho full 
import of what has been bo unostenta- 
tiously accomplished. When British Col- 
umbia sought admission into the Domin- 
ion, one of the conditions upon which she 
expressed willingness to enter was tho 
opening of communication within three 
years across tho Rocky Mountains by 
means of a coach-road; and although the 
coach-road yielded to tho railroad as u 
condition of Union, and although tho 
railroad has slightly "hung lire," it is 
certainly something to bo able to say that 
within two years or thereabouts a way- 
has been open through which man and 
beast can readily pass from the great vul- 
leyoftho Saskatchewan to that of tho 
Frasor. Trifling as thin result may ap- 
pear, when viewed in tho light of the 
greater work, it possesses within itself no 
inconsiderable importance. It is tiio 
pathway over which, so to speak, the van- 
guard of empire shall pass in its west- 
ward course. Tho pioneer settlor and 
the adventurous goldseeker shall pass 
over it, and British Columbia will soon 
realize tho fact that her eastern door has 
been opened; for, as the wave of popula- 
tion rolls up the eastern slope, tho spray, 
at least, will find its way through Myatt 
Rock and down tho Pacitic slope. And 
is it nothing to loarn that tho hitherto 
terrible and Bomeljme insurmountable 
"Rookies" can he passed with lighter 
gradients than aro common on tho best 
railways on tho oasteru rim ot this con- 
tinont? Tho maximum grade on the 
Grand Trunk of Canada is CO foot in tho 
mile. Tho Yellowhead Pass presents no 
heavier gradient than 50 foot. And not 
o ily bo, but tho nature of tho country to 
bu traversed is highly favorable at once 
for a railway and Bottlomont. Just think 
of tho existonco of a fertilo valley right 
in tho hoait of tho Rocky Mountains, 



whore teeming population may with ad- 
vantage follow tho varied occupations of 
civilized life! How completely all pre- 
conceived notions aro tluia demolished. 
A.8 these and cognate facts arc evolved, 
who can doubt tho westward course of 
empire and the Canadian Pacific Railway ?

Tho article is denuncia- 
tory ot this paper fur inserting a letter 
describing the never to-bo-iorgotieu neono 
between the Doorkeeper at the Theatre 
and tho (Jhief Commissioner of Lands & 
Works. The article attempts to excuse 
tho act of tho Commissioner in attempt- 
ing the "deadhead dodge," and mildly re- 
bukes tho Doorkeeper for interfering with 
the comfort and enjoyment of tho august 
personage at— the expense of a very worthy 
but, unfortunately not wealthy lady. 
No attempt is made to disprove tho sori- 
ous charge. It is admitted that Air. liea- 
ven did procure a deadhead ticket at tho 
St.iiLilttrii ol\iw, that ho presented it at the 
Theatre; was admitted; was reproached 
in indignant terms by tueDoorkeeper.aud , 
finally, that he rushed from tho 
building. So far so good; but our 
flontomporary trios to excuse the act 
by asserting that other gentlemen not 
members of the Tress have been in the 
habit of entering the Theatre on Press 
[Standard i*J tiotteU. We ruiuembcr a 
tallow in our Polieo Court oueu who 
pleaded guilty to beating his wife; "but," 
said ho, "the other gentleman next door 
does it, too." We deny, however, that 
the ''practice" which our oo temporary ac- 
knowledges obtains in its own establish- 
ment is tlio rule in this. We are 110/ in 
the habit of issuing free tickets for per- 
formances— certainly not to persons who 
are well able to pay for tuem. Such 
would be a palpable injustice mid injury 
to deserving performers; and wo venture 
to assert that no gentleman of our ac- 
quaintance occupyinga high position like 
that of Mr. Jiaaven, and possessing bis 
vast wealth, would iiwe accepted or used 
a free ticket- Our cotemporary takes tho 
blamo of the transaction upon itself by 
asserting that Mr. Heaven used the ticket 
"innocently." Well, then, when bo 
found that his officious friends and 
crumb- eaters had placed him in such an 
awkward position, why did ho not 
quietly pay tho miserable sum of 
one dollar, and there let the matter die, 
instead of flying into a tantrum, seizing 
his hat in tho midst of the performance, 
and rushing down stairs like a mountain 
torrent ? Where, in this caso, is seen any 
ovidenco of that "diguity" which tlio Pre- 
mier said tho Ministers require such im- 
mense salaries to support i Whore the 
liberal expenditure of those salaries in 
support of every good and worthy cause 
that was promised '! We are uccused by 
tho organ of encroaching upon Mr. Bea- 
tou'b private matters in this case. We 
claim that this is essentially a public 
act of the gentleman; done is a public 
place, and that, as the perpetrator is a 
public mau.it is public property. Uosides, 
as mombers ot the Press we have a right 
to denounce any man or set or men who 
may attempt to degrade or prostituto an 
honorable profession which wo have tho 
highest interest in preserving from con- 
Umination; and when we lind the Gov- 
ernment organ issuing deadhead tickets 
and tilling tho Theatre with its supporters, 
for whose admittance they pay nothing, to 
the exclusion of tile less wealthy portion 
of tho public who are ready and willing 
to pay for their admittance, yet frequent- 
ly are crowded out of their seats by the 
Standard's Ministerial Deadheads, we 
think the time has arrived to pro- 
tost against tho degra lation. Wo 
nearly closed without referring to a most 
brilliant paragraph in tho Standard's arti- 
cle. It lays down tho proposition, first, 
that Mr. Heaven i? a Member for tho City; 
second, that Mr. Heaven has been insult- 
ed; and it therefore deduces the argument 
that tho whole coustitiuncy, in one nun, 
has been insulted. On that line of reasoning, 
if Mr. Beaven were to be hanged, all Vic- 
toria would have to undergo the saiuo de- 
lightful .sensation ! In concluding our 
cotemporary is anxious that the People 
should deal with The Colonist as it de- 
serves. Such, we are happy to say, they 
aro doiug, liberally ; an. I tho handsome 
support accorded us during the past nine 
months — for which time wo have not re- 
ceived a Binglo penny of Government 
money — is enough in itself to convince 
us that the People of this Province con- 
demn in unqualified terms tiio Govern- 
ment of which Mr. Baaveu is a member 
a.m tho Standard its paid upholder.

By tho Hudson's Bay Company's steam- 
er Chief Commissioner, which arrived 
from Norway House at the Stone Fort on 
Monday last, wo learn with regret of the 
total loss of tho Company's hue new boat 
(not named) .intended to run on the Saskat- 
chewan river. From the best information 
we can obtain.it appears that three weeks 
sinco she started with some two hundred 
tons of freight for Edmonton aud inter- 
mediate points. When she arrived at the 
first rapid abovo Littlo Cross Lake, al- 
though carrying n pressure of about 115 
pounds of steam to tho square inch, she 
could not stain tho current, and had to 
warp up; but the rope giving way she 
streckona rock in tho rapid, staving in 
a large hole in her bottom, when she im- 
mediately sunk. Through tho active ex- 
ortions of Chief Factor tho Honorablo 
Mr. Hamilton, who was on board, a con- 
siderable portion of the cargo was saved, 
consisting- of dry goods and hardware. 
Sho had about two hundred barrels of 
sugar on board, a portion of which was 
saved by re-boiling and evaporating. 

This line steamer will be a great loss to 
tho trade and development of tho Sas- 
katchewan. Sho was a stern-wheeler, 142 
feet long, 22 feet beam. We undeistand 
there is some hope of saving her machin- 
ery. Munitoban , Aug. 81. 

Decaying Teeth.— -The teeth of our 
citizens seem to decay quicker tlran those 
of Maiiqanders, which is accounted for 
by the absence of lime in tho water we 
uso. Liino is said to bo required for 
supplying the waste of our bono system 
just as much as food is wanted to sustain 
tho body. It has been observed in Eng- 
land that in the limo districts the inhabi- 
tants aro rarely troubled with decayed 
teeth, whereas the contrary is the caso 
elsewhere. In supplying this want care 
should bo taken not to overcharge the 
water, as in that event gravel is produ- 
ced.

A Sunday Law 

A Petition signed by the leading busi- 
ness men of all religious creeds of tho 
city, has been forwarded to tho Municipal 
Council iu order to secure th» better ob- 
servance of the Lord's Day. Tlio Petition 
is reasonable, the purport of which is set 
forth in the following letter: — 
To'the Honorable TheCitg Council of Vic- 
toria. 

Mit. Mayor and Gentlemen: — In pre- 
senting the accompanying Petition to 
your Honorable Council, wo may bo per- 
mitted most respectfully to submit tho 
following statements and remarks, be- 
lieving them to bo an expression of the 
views of the great majority of tho people 
of Victoria in common with those whose 
names are appended to the Petition: 

We deem it but just to the object which 
the Petition contemplates testate thattho 
number of subscribers is limited not on 
account of tho unwillingness of tho pub- 
lic to append their names, but rather on 
account of our being unable to devote 
further tune to its circulation. Tho 
number refusing their signature has in- 
deed been few, w hilo many of thoso who, 
under present circumstances, consider it 
necessary to their interests to conduct 
their business on tho Sabbath have been 
not only willing but anxious to append 
their names. 

We may also be permitted to remark 
that the petition which wo have tho honor 
to present is based entirely oil tho broad 
principle that every man in tho communi- 
ty is entitled to enjoy one day iu the 
seven as n day of rest. It has been found 
however that tho principle of competi- 
tion on tiie part of the proprietors of the 
various kinds of business carried on in 
the city, and the reed and desire of re- 
taining their situations on tho part of 
clerks, shopmen, waiters, stewards and 
other employes, deprive many of this 
right, who would otherwise bo glad to 
enjoy a day of rest. Henoo it has been 
felt, even by many wdio in solf defence 
think themselves compelled to carry on 
business on the Sabbath, that such a by- 
law as tho petition indicates would prove 
a great benefit to the public; that it would 
set free ad.irgo portion of tho community 
who are now constrained to labor on tho 
day of rest and enable many (who nro 
now prevented) to attend tho various 
[daces of worship; that it would not 
unduly interfere with the liberty of in- 
dividuals to spend the Sabbath as they 
pleaso, except so far as to prevent their 
encroaching on the rights of others to 
their day of rest; that it would tend great- 
ly to the peace, order aud morality of tho 
placo. as well as to the increaso of reli- 
gion and tho consequent blessing aud 
favor of the Almighty on our temporal 
prosperity; that it would raise us in tho 
estimation of our neighbors, and would 
enhance the attractions of our land as a 
home for the better class of emigrants 
fr un other countries. 

We may further lie allowed to ob-icrvo 
that the terms of the petition are inten- 
tionally very general; that the petitioners 
confiding in the wisdom of your honor- 
able Council, leave tho specific details of 
the bye-law to the exercise of the prudence 
and good judgment of your honorable 
body. It may not, however, bo consider- 
ed, as wt) trust, out of place to 
->tate the popular wish upon the 
mbjoct in so far as wo have boen 
able to understand it. In such a popu- 
lation as ours we might reasonably expect 
to lind, and diil lied, considerable diversity 
of opinion as to the spocilic kinds of busi- 
ness which ought to he exempted from 
the operation of the law. Tie wish of the 
petitioners is to secure a uniform cessa- 
tion on the Sabbath of all such secular 
business as may bo suspended on that 
day "wit/tout injustice to individuals or 
society." It has been generally felt thai, 
there aro various kinds of business which 
cannot bo thus suspended, and wo beliovo 
tiie following toeoutain a general list of 
the exception which have boon spocifiod: 

1st. , A potheoaries stores. 

2nd., Livery Btablos, 

3rd., Tho Press. 

•lt.li., Barber shops until 10 o'clock, a.m. 

5th., Restaurants, Boarding Housesand 
Hotels.it being understood that no liquors 
will bo sold on that day. 

Gth., Milk depots and fish stalls until 
10 o'clock. 

Tho petition conlon.;plaios tho preven- 
tion of all public amusements suoh as 
horse-racing, boat-racing, orickoting, 
foot-ball, base-ball, quoits, public excur- 
sions on the Sabbath, and the annoyance 
caused to tho public by ChinoHo riro- 
cracker, the !; 1 Hug of Indian feasts, 
songs and dances on that day. 

Wo beg to observu in conclusion that 
tho abovo list of exceptions contains, in 



so far as wo remember; overy Specific 
branch of business whioh Wo havo heard 
mentioned, while it embrnces several 
which many in the community would 
gladly see subjooted to tho action of the 
contemplated bye-law.

The Groat Journalist of Russia. 

The Russian empire has hitherto pro- 
duced but one great journalist ; but he is 
truly eminent man— one of whom his con- 
freres in any part of the world, oven in 
thoso countries where journalism is far 
moro developed than in tho land of tho 
Czars, may bo justly proud. His name is 
Gregory Sandos Katkoff, and he is still a 
comparatively young man. He is the edi- 
tor and proprietor of the Moscow Gazette, 
a journal which has obtained the, for Bus- 
sin, unprecedented daily circulation of 
eighty thousand copies, and the so-called 
Old Russian or national party regard him 
as its most eminent representative. In 
the event of a political revolution in Rus- 
sia, M, Katkoff would be certain to play a 
most conspicuous part in tho history of 
his country. 

Under the circumstances the following 
account of an interview with this remark- 
able man, translated from the Moscow 
correspondence of the Baltic Gazette (I'M- 
See Zettung) , will be read with great in- 
terest:— 

"Yesterday 1 saw Mr. KatkoiT at his 
office on the Nishdy Serak. 1 doubt if 
there is in all Europe a moro sumptuous- 
ly fitted up editorial sanctum than hi.-. 
Everything there, he told me. bad been 
made in imitation of tho great American 
newspaper establishments, of whioh Mr. 
Katkoff is an ardent admirer. There is a 
library of ten thousand volumes; speaking 
lubes leading to every part of the vast 
building; the cosiest little rooms for the 
assistant editorsund reporters; a telegraph 
office— and. also", a genuine Russian pe- 
culiarity, a room for the officers of police, 
to whom all editorials previous to their 
publication have to be submitted; a com- 
posing room almost, as elegant as a recep- 
tion hall, and gigantic presses imported 
from New York. 

Mr. Katkoff, when I entered his sanc- 
tum, rose from his easy chair and. upon 
hearing who I was, cordially shook hands 
with me. 

" 'Your paper has often denounced me 
very bitterly,' ho said, smilingly, 'but I 
like it very much after all.' 

'You seo,' I said, 'you aro tho most 
conspicuous adversary of the German par- 
ty iu Russia, and so you must stand tho 
blows levelled nt your whole party.' 

•You do me too much honour,' replied 
M. Katkoff, 'I do not know that I deserve 
it. I am nothing but a journalist.' He 
then alluded to the difficulties with which 
ho had to contend when establishing his 
great journal, and said to me: 
~" 'You will hardly believe] 1110 when I 
tell you that nt first it was almost imposs- 
ible for me, no matter how hard I tried, 
to write anything lit to be printed. \Yo 
published in 1S('i2 our first weekly issue. 
It contained two brief editorials, and I 
believe, before I sent the manuscripts to 
the printer, I rewrote the articles a dozen 
times; and I awaited with painful anxiety 
the appearance of the paper. Our success 
was at first little better thau failure. Of 
our first issue wo sold only three hundred 
copies. This discouraging result I us- 
oribed to my own inoapuoity for tho jour 
nalistio profession, and hence I felt 
strongly tempted to abandon tho whole 
undertaking. 

" 'But my young wife urged me to try 
again. She assured mo my articles were 
by no moans bad; and so, perhaps, more 
to gratify her than because I cared my- 
self to write, I did try again. I wrote 
an artiolo on the treacherous and imbecile 
foreign policy of the Austrian Emperor. 
I abused him roundly in terse Russian; 
and wo actually sold iu consequence eight 
thousand copies of the Gazette. Had our 
printing facilities been a little better, we 
might have disposed of twice that num- 
ber of copies. Unfortunately, three days 
after the appearance of that issue the im- 
perial government seized our presses, and 
I myself, as tho editor of the paper, was 
thrown into prison, on the pretext that the 
Gazette had insulted a friendly monarch." 

•'M. Katkoff paused a moment and then 
continued: 

" 'A friendly monarch! As if we had a 
more malignant enemy than the Haps- 
burg emperor. That is what I have al- 
ways tried to beat into the heads of our 
politicians. So long as Austria exists 
Russia cannot fulfil her true destiny. Ni- 
cholas never made a more fatal mistake 
than when ho saved the Austrian monar- 
chy from utter ruin in 1849. We Russians 
would bo a great deal further but for that 
lamentable blunder.' 

"Ho then returned to the subject of bis 
paper: 

" 'My imprisonment,' ho said, 'was al- 
most a god-send for us. I was so poor 
when I established the Gazette that I fre- 
quently did not know where to get money 
for paying off my workmen. But after I 
got out of gaol, subscriptions poured in at 
rapid rate, and in 1868 wo had twenty 
thousand regular subscribers. That was 
very remunerative, and I had money 
enough to establish a daily newspaper. 
Writing newspaper artioles became a ne- 
cessity for me, ami I entirely overcame 
my original diffidence, Our daily issue 
was popular from tho start. At first we 
had some fifteen thousand subscribers, 
which yielded me what I thru Cousideron 
an enormous revenue The Government 
however, interfered with 11s very often, 
and seven times since lHii'.) our paper was 
suspended for two months, which entailed 
a heavy loss upon us. But whenever we 
resumed publication wo received thou- 
sands of new subscribers, until, iu 1872, 
we reached a circulation of eighty thou- 
sand copies. We employ upwards of 
three hundred persons, and we are proud 
not only of our success but also of the as- 
surance which wo receive from all sides 
of the approbation with which our efforts 
for making Russia wh it she ought to be, 
meet at the hands of all true Russians.' 

"M. Katkoff then showed me through 
his vast establishment, Elegance and 
neatness, two things so rarely found in 
Russia, mot the visitor's eyes everywhere. 
M. Katkoff, who ten years ago was very 
poor, is now ajmillionaire. and tho Imper 
ml Government at St. Petersburg respects 
aud fears him."
